It scems that this patient, in 
whom a large amount of public interest hag 
naturally been excited, exhibited as‘ child 
-cortain peculiarities of the dorvous,system 
which presagod ‘somo such condition as sho 
has lately shown. Asa child, she remem~- 
here laughing and crying without knowing 
tho cause ; and whon she was “2 yeora of 
age sho first entered the Salpitrire to be 
treated for paralysis, to which ailment sho ie 
still subject.

-the first long sleap “Madame Hudoxie 
Hedouin has,indulged in. Somowhore 
about the 7th May, 1875, she fell-into:a 
atato of vost. .

There was such a casa treated 
“not a9 vory long ago in a Glassow hospital, 
where -the pitient slopt on soundiy,- 
and apparently in a condition of. trance, for 
woeks. Tf we search umong the records of 
dur laarned-socictics we may find numerous 
casos of. like kind. ‘Take, for oxample, 
that of one Mary Lyall, which is related in 
the 8th volume of the ‘Trangactions of the 
Royal ‘ Society of Edinburgh.’ Here the- 
“putiont falla asleop in the morning of the 
27th Jane and remains bound in the chains 
of aomnolence until the evening of the 30th 
June. Then comes a period-of ordinary 
life and: activity, When the ist July 
dawned, Mary Lyall wont off again into 
her slumbers, and remained impervious to 
the things of ordinary-cxistence until the 
8th August. -In the days of which we'are 
speaking medical, treatment was of a cer- 
tain rough-and-ready urdor. For we read 
of Mary Lyall being bled and blistered and 
bathed, by way of arousing ber, but alt to 
no avail. After soven days of her sleep, 
she began to. make signs that she desired 
food. But the power of hearing was 
absont, and did not return until four days 
before her full recovéry. Her right hand 
and arm were ‘said to have been somewhat 
paralysed and: inscnsible to touch. When 
she did awake she alleged that she had no. 
knowledge of anything which had happened 
in her sleop. Sho had not been conscious 
of taking food, and entertained no recol- 
lection of having been blistered or bled. 
In 1788, ono Elizabeth Perkins fell into
